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EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT 

1 . An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes 
and/or additions be unacceptable to applicant, an amendment may be filed as provided 
by 37 CFR 1 .312. To ensure consideration of such an amendment, it MUST be 
submitted no later than the payment of the issue fee. 

2. Applicant's election of claims 1 -6 in the reply filed on February 1 8, 2005 is 
acknowledged. Because applicant did not distinctly and specifically point out the 
supposed errors in the restriction requirement, the election has been treated as an 
election without traverse (MPEP § 818.03(a)). 

3. Applicant's arguments, see pages 6-7, filed February 18, 2005, with respect to 
claims 1 and 3 have been fully considered and are persuasive. The rejection of claims 
1 and 3 has been withdrawn. 

4. The application has been amended as follows: 

a. delete the two paragraphs on page 1 , line 34 - page 2, line 3 since these 
paragraphs correspond to canceled claims (assuming that "claim 6" on page 1 , 
line 36 should be "claim 7" and "claim 7" on page 2, line 3 should be "claim 8"); 

b. in claim 5, line 2, change "the" to --a-- since "the compensated frequency 
domain vector" lacks sufficient antecedent basis; 
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c. in claim 6, line 2, change "the" to -a- since "the compensated frequency 
domain vector" lacks sufficient antecedent basis; and 

d. cancel claims 7-9 as being non-elected claims without traverse. 

5. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: prior art of 
record does not teach or suggests in combination an OFDM receiver comprised of the 
equalizer and the inverse Fast Fourier Transform processor according to claim 1 , lines 
4-6 and 11-15.
